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GENERAL PERSHING VISITS FRENCH FR< 


SERVICES OF AMERICAN FOi 


TO 


Paris, March. 29.—General Peishing in conference with 


French officers on the front yesterday asked in his name and in 
his country's name that the entire American force in France be 
engaged in the present battle, the ivar office announced today. 


Pershing said the American army was entirely at the dispo- 


sition of France. He made his request of General Foeh while 
Premier Clemenceau, Minister of Munitions Lechur and General 
Petain were conferring with Foch. 


"/ came to tell you tliat the American people would feel high- 


ly honored if our troops engaged in the present battle," Pershing 
said. "I ask this in my own name and in the country's name." 


The elements have now joined the Allies. Rain and a high 


wind ar« sweeping the western • front battlefield according to 
United Press dispatches from Wm. Phillip Simms. Much of the 
success of the German drive has been attributed to the favorable 
weather as that enabled them to rush forward their reserves and 
permit the artillery to keep pace with the infantry. If the rain 
continues for an extensive period the German transport system 
*will be cripled but the Allies in the past have proven themselves 
"foot horses"—to use an expression from the race track. 


American troops commanded by General Pershing have ask- 


ed for a more active part in the present battle. The American 
commander visited General Foch at the front and personally 
fk.'-f«!rred the entire American forces, the French war office an- 
nounced today. 


There is a rapid change in the erstwhile "eastern theatre," 


according to United Press dispatches from Petrograd dated 
Wednesday. Since the recapture of Odessa, Kherson and Nicol- 
aieff, the Russian Boteheviki forces have ejected the Germans 
from small towns in the Kharkoff region. The Russian press is 
now agitating a redeclaration of war against Germany and th'e 
Ukrania have objected sp strenuously to the-enforcement ot some 
of the provisions of the peace treaty with Germany that some of' 
the conditions have been nullified. This change in the east, it 
is possible, will furnish some diversion from-the western front.

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GENERAL PERSHING VISITS FRENCH FR< 


SERVICES OF AMERICAN FOi 


TO 


Paris, March. 29.—General Peishing in conference with 


French officers on the front yesterday asked in his name and in 
his country's name that the entire American force in France be 
engaged in the present battle, the ivar office announced today. 


Pershing said the American army was entirely at the dispo- 


sition of France. He made his request of General Foeh while 
Premier Clemenceau, Minister of Munitions Lechur and General 
Petain were conferring with Foch. 


"/ came to tell you tliat the American people would feel high- 


ly honored if our troops engaged in the present battle," Pershing 
said. "I ask this in my own name and in the country's name." 


The elements have now joined the Allies. Rain and a high 


wind ar« sweeping the western • front battlefield according to 
United Press dispatches from Wm. Phillip Simms. Much of the 
success of the German drive has been attributed to the favorable 
weather as that enabled them to rush forward their reserves and 
permit the artillery to keep pace with the infantry. If the rain 
continues for an extensive period the German transport system 
*will be cripled but the Allies in the past have proven themselves 
"foot horses"—to use an expression from the race track. 


American troops commanded by General Pershing have ask- 


ed for a more active part in the present battle. The American 
commander visited General Foch at the front and personally 
fk.'-f«!rred the entire American forces, the French war office an- 
nounced today. 


There is a rapid change in the erstwhile "eastern theatre," 


according to United Press dispatches from Petrograd dated 
Wednesday. Since the recapture of Odessa, Kherson and Nicol- 
aieff, the Russian Boteheviki forces have ejected the Germans 
from small towns in the Kharkoff region. The Russian press is 
now agitating a redeclaration of war against Germany and th'e 
Ukrania have objected sp strenuously to the-enforcement ot some 
of the provisions of the peace treaty with Germany that some of' 
the conditions have been nullified. This change in the east, it 
is possible, will furnish some diversion from-the western front.
